Included in the approved constitutional amendments 


are the lengthening of top state officials' terms of office 
from two to four years, the joint election of governor and 
lieutenant governor, tax-paid school bus rides for parochial 
pupils, unlimited consecutive terms for county sheriffs and 
allowing of changes in justices' and judges' salaries during 
a term of office. 


The public adopted all eight amendments on the ballot" 


by margins of up to 214,000 votes. The cloest of the races 
was on the school bus amendment, where state voters cast 
461,354 yes votes and 355,782 
no votes. All other constitu- 
tional questions gained 60 per 
cent backing or better. 


The change expected to have 


the most historic impact on the 
state was the decision to double 
the present two-year terms of 
state officials and elect the top 
two as a team. The new system 
will start with the 1970 election.

Proving Again Thaf Figures Con lie 


The Green Bay Pros-Gazette recently 


sent a reporter out on the highways to 
measure mileages and driving times from 
various points in the Fox Cities area to the 
Shorewood site of the University of 
Wisconsin-Green Bay on the northeast side 
of Green Bay, and the Larsen site on Green 
Bay's southwest aide which is favored by 
this area. 


The Frets-Gazette came to the conclu- 


sion that "the time spent and distance 
students will have to travel to get to the 
Shorewood site is not significantly longer 
than the time to the alternative Larsen 
farm site." In fact the Press-Gazette 
determined that "it was seven minutes 
farther to the Shorewood site than the 
Larsen site." 


But there are two glaring omissions in 


the survey work done by the Press-Gazette 
reporter. 


Distance and time from the Fox Cities 


area to the Larsen site on Highway 54 was 
measured along present Highway 41, in- 
cluding the congested stretch from De Pere 
around Green Bay on Ashland, Highland 
and Military Avenues. According to the 
Press-Gazette figures, the distance from

Some of our representatives at Madison 


nave evidently become so secure in their 
jobs and so casual about their duties that 
they brush off the inconveniences to which 
they sometimes put private citizens who

process. An incident related to us recently 
about the introduction of a far-reaching 
administrative reorganization bill probably 
warrants the attention of those officers of 
the legislature who are responsible for its 
public image and who so often lecture 
about the public's inadequate understand- 
ing of their work and problems. 


A southern Wisconsin representative of 


considerable experience and rank offered a

A minimum 
courtesy by the author, upon the discovery 
that the measure was not what he intended, 
would have been its withdrawal or the 
drafting of amendments to achieve his 
declared purpose. 


14th Round 


Public Opinion and Vietnam 


World public opinion concerning the 


United States' role in Vietnam has gener- 
ally been counted against us. But there are 
indications that privately some of the Asian 
leaders don't feel the same way. 


Philippines 
President Marcos is on 


record as favoring a continued show of 
force by the United States in Asia as well as 
economic assistance. His reasoning is that 
much of Asia is not yet ready to be self- 
sufficient and that the Communist threat is 
very real. Reportedly Premier Sato of 
Japan told Ambassador Arthur Goldberg 
on his visit to Japan that the American 
commitment in Saigon must be met and 
that it will be extremely influential in 
future Asian affairs. 


Premier Lee Kuan Yew of Singapore is 


supposed to feel the same way. Speaking in 
Japan, Premier Lee stated flatly that "the 
stakes are very large. What is happening in 
Vietnam cannot be repeated. We cannot 
allow the same forces that have emascu- 
lated South Vietnam to emasculate the 
whole region." And the alternative "may 
very well be a permanent American 
military presence." 


Even Prince Sihanouk of Cambodia is 


sometimes quoted as being glad that 
American troops are holding back the 
North Vietnamese and discouraging Chi- 
nese aggression. 


The trouble with most of the leaders of 


these countries is that for domestic 


political reasons they cannot express en- 
thusiasm for the American interference. 
Many of the countries only recently cast off 
colonial chains. Japan long ago adopted a 
slogan of Asia for the Asiatics, Right now 
the Philippines president is trying to wrest 
away from United States control a small 
military base near Manila. Premier Lee 
must deal with a left wing element that 
probably has ties to Peking and the usual 
charges that his country is still a chattel of 
the British Empire. Prince Sihanouk, it 
must be suspected, agreed with former 
President Sukarno of Indonesia that Red 
China would be dominant and must be 
appeased. But his fears of a puppet role for 
himself now lead to guarded applause for 
the American troops while making every 
effort not to get Cambodia involved. 


We can hardly blame the peoples of 


other countries for trying to avoid war, 
especially the sort that is so drastically 
devastating Vietnam. We also must recog- 
nize each country's particular 
political 


problems at home. 


But in the long run Asian leaders must 


take a firm stand against 
Communist 


infiltration or all the American troops in 
the world won't make much difference. 
The war in Vietnam is benefiting a lot of 
Asian peoples simply because 
of the 


increased demand for supplies and services 
and the growing anti-Americanism in many 
countries is unwarranted.

record of over 300. That may 
mean that there is more 
public interest in the affairs of 
the Legislature than its some- 
what humdrum performance 
thus far has suggested. It may 
also reflect the increasing 
oomplevity of modem life, the 
steadily expanding role of gov- 
ernment in the affairs of 
individuals and business, and 
the gradually growing popula- 
tion of the state and its 
expanding economic concerns.

The image of 300 paid lobby- 


ists at Madison, however, is 
somewhat decwtive. Actually 
there is not the horde of 
special interest agents crowd- 
ing the halls of legislative 
wing that the license statistics 
may suggest.

their work. Many of those 
association spokesmen, how- 


ever, tend to be chosen b» 
cause of their knowledge of 
legislative machinery, their 
acquaintance with legislators 
and other politicians, and their 
experience in political life. 


Among the professionals, 


many were recruited directly 
from the political system, for 
natural and evident reasons. 
They start with a considerable 
advantage over the amateur, 
such as the practicing lawyer 
who knows little about legisla- 
tive psychology or technique 
and who perhaps does not 
possess the traits of personal- 
ity that lobbying peculiarly 
requires. Thus the best known 
of the lobbying names repre- 
sent men who drifted into the 
profession upon retirement 
from politics or were drawn 
into it because of superior 
rewards in pay and other 
considerations. 


Their value to their employ- 


ers, moreover, tends to be 
cumulative. The longer they 
stay, the better they are 
known. Everything else being 
equal, the lobbyist who is the 
most successful is the one 
whose personal contacts are 
the most abundant and reli- 
able. 


REGULATIONS ARE STRICT 


For a number of reasons, 


lobbying has changed signifi- 
cantly from the free wheeling 
style of a couple of decades 
ago. There was a time when 
there was virtually no regula- 
tion or supervision of the 
activities of men professional- 
ly engaged in influencing legis- 
lation. As long as 20 years 
ago, the Legislature respond- 
ing public concern 
imposed 


rules. Today they are perhaps 
as strict as can reasonably be 
required in a democratic "sys- 
tem. 


Public apprehension about 


the practice of lobbying obvi- 
ously continues, however, and 
especially because there is a 
tendency to suspect, or to 
charge, that lobbying was re- 
sponsible when a legislative 
decision is unpopular. The 
future may bring more exact- 
ing public supervision. But the 
rank and file citizen, many 
miles removed from the scene 
of l e g i s l a t i v e operations, 
meanwhile may derive some 
comfort from the realization 
that -there is a system of 
checks and balances involved 
in this aspect of politics, as in 
others. So tightly organized is 
modern society that it is rare 
that one pressure represented 
by a lobby is not faced with 
counter-pressure directed by 
another.

EGGS 


An Economical Protein Food 


POST-CRBSCINT FOOD EDITOR 


Eggs Benedict 


Eggs and Cheese Casserole 


Eggs are headline news for shoppers these days . . . 


everyone knows this food is rich in protein, easily digested 
and quickly prepared. This spring eggs are plentiful as 
usual, but even more so, to make the prices attractive 
when it comes to food budgeting. 


The current supply is more than a seasonal change, 


reports the United States Department of Agriculture. It 
is estimated that there are 5 per cent more eggs available 
this year than a year ago. There are two related reasons 
behind this increasing supply of eggs, say the experts. 
First, there are more hens to produce the eggs and, sec* 
ondly, these hens are laying more eggs per little red or 
little white hen. 


If properly refrigerated, eggs will keep for about a 


week at the same quality as at purchase time. Longer than 
that, the eggs are usable but begin to deteriorate in 
quality. 


(For those intrigued by statistics, egg production in 


1965 totaled around 180 million cases, which broken down 
into kitchen-sized figures means one whole case of 360 
eggs for every man, woman and child in the country, or 
just about one egg a day for each of them. That's a lot 
of eggs!) 


Tips on buying eggs are offered by the U. S. consumer 


and marketing service. These are valuable and should be 
remembered while shopping. For instance, here's a rule 
of thumb: Grade refers to the quality of the egg . . . size 
is something else again, this refers to the weight of a 
dozen of eggs. Grade and size are not related, but both 
are specified on the carton when eggs have been graded. 
(Ungraded eggs often carry this information, too, but here 
it's not required.) 


Grade AA and Grade A eggs are best quality; these are 


ideal for any purpose and are especially fine for frying and 
poaching where appearance seems important. 


The most common sizes of eggs are extra large, large, 


medium and small or "peewee." 


Some homemakers buy the extra large sized eggs for a 


hearty breakfast serving, others prefer the medium size 
and serve two to a person. Large and medium sized eggs 
are excellent for general cooking and some families have 
the smallest eggs on hanrl for youngsters to eat.

Working through the Migrant 


Ministry with migrant families 
to increase community under- 
standing, worker - grower com- 
munications and assist 
with 


educational a n d health pro- 
grams and their spiritual wel- 
fare is the job of Mrs. John 
Shupe. 


Mrs. Shupe explained the mis- 


sion of the Migrant Ministry to 
members of the Woman's Socie- 
ty ftf Christian Service of First 
Methodist Church Tuesday aft- 
ernoon in the fellowship hall of 
the church. 


Ministry Director 


For the past nine years Mrs. 


Shupe has been director of the 
Migrant Ministry in Waushara 
County. Supported by Protestant 
churches throughout the state, 
the Ministry works closely with 
government programs such as 
the REAP (Rural Education 
Advancement Program) and al- 
so with community programs, 
such as the adult 
education 


project. 


Most of the migrant workers 


In Wisconsin are S p a n i s h - 


Americans from TPX/IS, stated 
Mrs Shupe "As U S citizens 
they deserve our consideration." 
The largest number come to 
Waushara County to harvest 
pickles, to the Sturgeon Bay 
area for the cherry crop, and to 
Fond du Lac and Racine for 
work with vegetables. 


Migrant workers need help 


because they have the lowest 
total U. S. laborer earnings and 
increasing unemployment, due 
to machines taking over the 
task of picking pickles and 
cherries. 


Work Shortage 


The workers average 116 days 


of work a year, and, in Texas, 
must live from money earned in 
Wisconsin. It is not unusual for 


family to have 12 children, 


Mrs. Shupe explains. 


There are always jobs for the 


workers, but adequate housing 
is difficult to find. Some live in 
barns and for most there is 
little privacy. 


The men live under the con- 


stant pressure of time, knowing 
they must finish the harvest 
jefore cucumbers grow too 
large and cherries become too 
ripe. Financial pressures make 
parents hesitate before bringing 


sick child to the hospital. 


There is always the fear of not 


nowing when the next mov 


will be, where the next cam 
will be and what conditions wi 
exist there. 


Interpreters Needed 


It is Mrs. Shupe's job to hel 


these people in their new sur 
roundmgs. Her staff is compos 
ed of Spanish speaking people t 
help with interpretation, colleg 
graduates and volunteers from 
the Wautoma area. 


In central Wisconsin there ar 


about 80 camps, most of whic 
Mrs. Shupe and her staff man 
age to visit. During the summe 
two-week programs were set up 
in 28 camps. Bible school wa 
conducted for children. Handi 
crafts, g a m e s and cannin. 
methods for mothers were alsc 
taught. 


A fiesta marks the last nigh 


of their stay. Teen-age boys 
tired after working long day 
under the sun, relax in voile) 
ball and baseball games. Span 
ish music brings dancing ant 
staff workers sample Mexicar 
foods, including tortillas.

The paper was written by 


Mark Kleiman. He claims to 
have written the work In 
Decambar of 1*6 while he 
was "a student in a Southern 
California high school." 


OrgaaawsOn Discontent 
"The m o v e m e n t , " SDS 


literature says, "organizes on 
the basis of discontents." 


It then asks the question: 


"Is H possible to create a 
radical generation by gaining 
power in the educational sys- 
tem?" 


The answer is, of course, 


obvious — it is possible. 


Whether the means are 


criminal seems to be of no 
matter to Kleiman. It is 
crime to set off false fire 
alarms, or to aid, abet or 
Incite arson in any form. 


Yet on page one, Kleiman 


writes: 


"Even such seemingly des- 


tructive actions as starting 
trash can fires and pulling 
false alarms are 
actually 


forms of protest directed at 
the school as it is now 
constituted." 


Further on he adds, "There 


Is one primary reason why we 
set trash fires, why we cannot 
c o m m u n i c a t e with one 
another on campus, and are 
forced to make use of off- 
campus publications, and to 
why they have to build fences 
around us. 


"High s c h o o l , " Kleiman 


reasoned, "is not worth the 
time we spend there." 


Unsuspecting Youth

create an artificial communi- 
ty on the high school campus, 
a c o m m u n i t y which will 
demonstrate to us that it is 
better to 'adjust' to an unsuit- 
able society than to change 
the society into something in 
which we can live with honor 
and dignity. There is already

schools 'underground' news- 
papers have been started. "At 
Westchester," he says "30 
students destroyed their Stu- 
dent Activity Cards and 'sat 
in' for the first ten minutes of 
fifth period ...

Dear Dr. Molaer: I an a 


male aged 51, five feet 11 inches 
and 210 pounds.

My hands go numb quite often 
while I am asleep. I have been 
to doctors but they give me no 
satisfaction. Can you help me? 
- J.H.M. 


While this is not uncommon 


complaint, it is not an easy one 
to deal with medically. You 
may have better luck trying 
some simple experiments by 
yourself. 


Here's the reason: As we get 


on into middle age we can 
expect some changes in the 
spine. That's perfectly natural. 
But sometimes there may be 
traces of arthritis, or some 
slight change in shape of the 
spine which, under some cir- 
cumstances can put a bit of 
pressure on a nerve. 


The pressure may not exist 


the day when we are up 


and moving around. But at 
night the bones of the spine 
settle into a different position. 
Pinch the appropriate nerve and 
t can result in numbness.
